Vaccine 
rrives 


Your Health Department has 
received the April ‘Allotment of 
Salk polio vaccine. It ts hoped 
there will be enough vaccine to 
give all children their second dose 
before the warm weather begins. 
The Health Department has posi- 
tive instructions not to give 
booster shots from the supply on 
hand. All children who have 
received two shots have already 
about ninety per cent protection. 
Your Health Department is not 
interested in piling up numerical 
numbers though it has given 
polio shots by the thousaids. It 
wants to protect that susceptible 
group of children who have not 
been vaccinated against polio, 
therefore, it must consider that 
age group between one and six 
years of age, then too that age be- 
tween 9 and 19. These child- 
ren must get at least two shots. 
This will be done immediately. 

Why is it that we are not so 
deeply concerned about that boos- 
ter or third shot? From all the 
evidence on hand at present it 
looks very much like polio vac- 
cine acts much like smallpox vac- 
cine. The length of protection 
followirig vaccination lasts much 
longer than some of our other 
vaccines; typhoid, diphtheria or 
whooping cough, for instance. 
The only way we can get infor- 
mation on this is to keep testing 
the blood from children who were 
vaccinated for polio in the field 
trials in 1953-54, which is being 
done right now. Most of these 
children still have a very high 
immunity. We are happy to learn 
that this vaccine is doing a much 
better job than was anticipated 
when first started. Only time 
can give us the answer, still we 
are, hoping for tbe best which 
is a long lasting immunity. 

We urge the parents of child- 
ren in the pre-school age group 
to contact the Health Department 
for polio vaccinations. They will 
vaccinate in this group until the 
supply of vaccine has been ex- 
į hausted.

In scores of decisions covering 
a 100 years of judicial history the 
Supreme Court has repeatedly 
scoffed at the idea that local 
school trustees - and individual 
States - did not have the right 
to seperate students in equally 
desirable facilities. That included 
the discretion to separate boys 
and girls, Negroes and Whites, 
if local trustees thought best. 

But a new Supreme Court 
comes along and wham!-away go 
the precedents of a 100 years, and 
for the first time in American 
history Uncle Sam rides herd on 
local school boards. 

No, the matter of integration 
now becomes secondary in im- 
portance. The big question is: 
What does the future hold in 
store for America and for our

Constitution? Where will the Su- 
preme Court stríke next? 


The simple fact is that the ori- 
ginal Constution does not even 
mention education. Nor does the 
14th Amendment. The framers 
enumerated the powers the Fed- 
eral Government would be allow- 
ed to exercisespelled them out, 
18 of them. Control over educa- 
tion was not one of them. And 
to clinch the meaning, article 10 
of the Bill of Rights came along 
to provide "The powers not gront- 
to the U. S. by the Constitution, 
nor prohibited by it to the States, 
are reserved to the States.” 


How could language be more 
definite, more positive, more un- 
derstandable? 


But now we find the Supreme 
Court in a completely new role 
of legislating; of not only going 
contrary to the wording of the 
Constitution but also going con- 
trary to more than 50 prior court 
decisions. 


Clearly, the Court now acts not 
on the written word or precedent 
but according to the Court’s whims, 
philosophy or shade of political 
thinking. 

What can we do about it? Well, 
the least we can do is to assert 
ourselves and hope that an aroused 
public opinion will make itself 
felt in opposing future encroach- 
ments. Pleying ostrich will not 
suffice. The great Edmund Burke 
once said: “For evil to succeed it 
is only necessary for good men to 
do something."

For spraying, mix a half gal 
lon of aldrin emulsifiable concen- 
trate (25 percent) to 15 gallons of 
water and apply te one acre. At- 
tach spray nozzle in front of press 
wheel on planter and apply in 6 
inch band to the drill If you 
apply aldrin after the corn is up 
to a stand, the sprayed bend 
Should be covered lightly. If you 
use less than the recommended 
amount of water in the mixture, 
you are likely to burn the young 
plants. . 

Five percent  aldrin granules 
also may be used. Apply 20 
pounds per acre. This can be 
done by hand, use of a fertilizer 
horn, hand crank duster or cot- 
ton tractor duster. 

Dust is not satisfactory to use. 
You can use 40 pounds of 2% 
percent aldrin dust and try to get 
it evenly distributed along the 
corn drill. 

It is best to cover the insec- 
ticide lightly after application. 
One treatment should give con- 
trol for the season.

Many farmers 
and non farmers continue to view 
farmland as a safe and desir- 
able investment despite current 
lower returns. Present owners 
apparently hold similar views 
and consequently the number of 
farms on the market continue at 
a low level. 

Land prices have advanced 
more since 1947-49 than most 
other groups of commodities. 
Land prices in many areas are 
considered by a majority of lo 
cal reporters to be above levels 
that can be justified by current 
and prospective earnings. They 
see potential danger for those 
classes of buyers who must de- 
pend on farm income for debt 
retirement. > 

Although there are few, if 
any, of the usual characteristics 
of a land boom present in the 
current situation landowners and 
problems of appraising both the 
immediate and longer term pros- 
pects for farm earnings. A de- 
partment of agriculture state- 
ment says there are indications 
that some owners and prospective 
buyers may be attaching too 
much importance to the strength- 
ening effecs of a growing popu- 
lation and an expanding econ- 
omy on the long-term démand’ 
for farmland.

can borrow money to buy land at 
a 4 to 4% to a year. This is much 
less than 5% per month. . This 
points up, very drastically, the 
reason agricultural extension is 
So important. 

ICA, of Washington, working 
in Korea, made a complete analy- 
Sis of Korean agriculture. Korea 
exports 3 million dollars worth 
of agricultural produce per year. 
This is commercial silk, which is 
all they have to export at the 
present time. ICA is certain that 
exports must be built up to 50 
million dollars per year, with di- 
versified crop exports, before they 
can become self-supporting.
